Mr. Warner is a clear and interesting 
speaker, an ! has evidently made himself 
thoroughly acquainted with the subjects 
upon which he »peak». Every available 
seal waa occupied with an appreciative 
audience, who listened to what might be 
termed a remarkable lecture. 

The Bible, the speaker said, was fbe 
most interesting of books to one who 
could appreciate its prophetical char¬ 
acter and understood the plan God had 
unfolded iu its pages. Much of this, he 
declared, waa obscured by theologies! 
*|ieculo4ioo, which had the effect of mak¬ 
ing the Biblo practically a sealed book 
in the )»au«l* of tho people. God's band 
bid been visible in human affairs from 
the dawn of history to those who could 
sec it, and wonld continue (o conduct the 
affairs of men in harmony with His 
Jdcn. which would And if* final, consutn- 
mstion on thia earth. Meb thought they 
were doing it all, and that history went 
on by a process of natural development 
aud fortuitous rircumsfance*. But it 
was not so. That was just where Social¬ 
ism and kindred systems of thought, 
which taught the commendable idea of 
uraversa 1 brotherhood and co-operation 
were at fault. God was nof in their 
plan, and it could not succeed.

A 
rill pa ii j • of gentlemen whoa* intentions 
are represented as being as nearly phil¬ 
anthropic as is consistent with tbe sen¬ 
tence that all shall earn their bread by 
sweat of brow npproach a legislature 
and ask permission to supply an aggre¬ 
gation of people with an illuminating 
agent or with telephonic facilities or 
with means of transportation, or with 
any of tbe modern conveniences of daily 
life. The legislature complaiaautly ac¬ 
quiesces in the purposes of the afore¬ 
said benevolently inclined companv. 
Why any legislature should be endowed 
with power to authorise persons or Vor- 
porntions to enter into jKMseasion of 
streets which are the property of a self- 
governing municipality is not explain¬ 
able upon any reasonable hypothesis. 
But in Canada they all do it. And in 
ether countries we believe tho same phe¬ 
nomena Is observable. Of course safe¬ 
guards of all kinds are put in the.objec¬ 
tionable charters by tbe watchdogs of 

■ the legislatures. The streets must be 
left in prime condition after a hole has 
been dug and unsightly posts and un¬ 
seen pipes put iu. The trouble is that 
the streets cannot be or are not put back 
la their, former dealrabie condition. They 
never have been yet, and the probabili¬ 
ties are that they never will be. The 
people df Victoria are not the only class 
wader t)ie sun who are protesting about 
mysterito. Vancouver has had tho super¬ 
intended and the workmen of s tele¬ 
phone rmnpsnj arrested for doing some¬ 
thing the mayor told them, under the ad¬ 
vice of gounsei, they shodld not do. But 
tbe representatives of vested interests 
were soon let loose again.
